WASHINGTON, D.C.-State Rep. 

Tofn Lewis (R-North Palm Beach), 

was one of seven Florida lawmak- 

ers in. Washington, D.C. Mareh 16 

and 17 io voice concern about 

federal legislative, regulatory and 
administrative issues that impact 
\ heavily om Florida citizens. 

The seven lawmakers, all mem- 
bers of Florida’s newly formed 
House Committee on .Federal- 
State,.Appropriations met with 
members of the state's Congres- 
sional delegation and staff of the 
White House Office of Intergov- 
ernmental Relations. 

One key issue in the meetings, 
according to Lewis, was the 
federal “Education for AM Handi- 
capped Children Act." Florida has 
already established a comprehen- 
sive program to serve exceptional 
children, he said. 

But the current legislative and 
regulatory language in the federal 
Act force states with ongoing 
quality programs to either compro- 
mise state laws and existing 
programs or to refuse programs or 
to refuse money which is badly 
needed, áccording to Lewis. 

The Florida legislators told their 
Congressional counterparts that 
the Florida House Committee on 
Federal-State Appropriations has 
voted to refuse financial assistance 
under the Act "until the federal 
government recognizes that the 
state and not the federal govern- 
ment is best qualified to direct its 
total system of.public education." 

The state legislators also told 
y federal officials that increased 

flexibility is needed in administra- 

tion-of existing programs for the 

“aging. Existing federal regula- 

tions are often overly complex and 

restrictive, limiting the efforts of 

States and localities to develop 

their own systems for delivering 

services to the elderly, the legisla- 
tors said.
